bumped up against the same sort of 
a mystery which has surrounded the 
manner in which the 
two 
escaped 
prisoners secured their 
tools 
with 
which to effect their exit. 
Crane is located in a cell on the 
second floor. 
An investigation devel­ 
oped that the bar which Crane had 
concealed came from a cot on the 
third floor, being wrenched loose by 
an insane patient during a tantrum. 
How it got down onto the third floor 
and into Crane’s possession the offi­ 
cers cannot comprehend.
